Brigham  Young  University  social  units  have 
been  under  fire  for  some  time  for  the  actions  of 
some  of  their  number  who  had  apparently 
taken  the  unit-first-university-second  attitude. 

Two  actions  by  social  units  during  the  past 
week  have  done  much  to  dispel  the  doubts  be- 
ginning to  creep  into  the  minds  of  those  who 
find  fault  with  the  organization,  of  social  units 
on  campus. 

First  was  the  straight-forward  manner  in 
which  the  Tausig  unit  admitted  its  negligence 
in  failing  to  schedule  a goat  ride.  Tausigs  were 
fined  $25  and  lost  their  right  to  participate  in 
social  events  until  the.end  of  March.  The  fine 
was  suspended  by  the  Inter-Organization 
Council  Penal  Court. 

Second  is  a program  being  instituted  by  the 
Inter-Social  Unit  Council  through  which  social 
unit  members  donate  blood  to  the  Primary 


Children’s  Hospital  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  in  Salt  Lake  City. 
The  first  contingent  of  donors  gave  blood  last 
Saturday. 

It  is  planned  that  a group  from  the  various 
units  donate  blood  each  week  to  provide  a con- 
tinuing supply  to  the  hospital. 

These  actions  are  not  the  selfish-  moves  of 
groups  intent  on  unit-first  designs. 

Two  units  have  been  punished  for  their  vio- 
lations and  both  have  signified  that  their  ef- 
forts will  be  directed  toward  cooperation  with 
authoritative  University  groups  in  the  future. 

Only  future  events  will  prove  the  good  faith 
and  intentions  of  these  units,  but  it  appears 
that  the  Inter-Social  Unit  Council  has  cleaned 
house  and  units  are  going  to  concern  them- 
selves with  keeping  mud  from  being  tracked  in 
again. 


POSITIVE  ACTION 


Nearly  two  months  ago  an  outdated  Legis- 
lative Council  system  of  student  government 
was  scrapped  and  a studentbody  Senate  was 
created  by  the  vote  of  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity students. 

Events  of  the  past  wek  have  justified  the 
creation  of  this  body. 

Most  important,  Constitution  Committee, 
which  has  been  working  on  the  drafting  of  a 
completely  new  and  modern  constitution,  gave 
that  group  and  the  studentbody  a preview  of 
the  changes  they  are  planning  to  propose. 

This  preview  included  changes  in  the  Senate 
set-up  and  radical  changes  in  the  Executive 
Council  structure. 

Another  event  is  the  Senate  investigation 
of  the  traffic  situation  on  campus. 

The  proposals  are  to  set  up  three  branches 
of  student  government  similar  to  the  U.S.  gov- 
ernment structure,  an  executive  branch,  a leg- 
islative body,  and  a judicial  arm. 

The  Executive  Council  woulcTbe  reorganized 
to  include  the  studentbody  president,  and  four 
vice  presidents.  Business  manager  and  student- 
body  secretary  posts  would  be  appointive  in- 
stead of  elective  and  these  officers  would  have 


no  voting  power  on  the  council.  . " 

The  legislative  group,  Senate,  would  consist 
of  five  members  of  each  class — not  class  offic- 
ers, but  elected  Senators. 

The  court  would  be  called  the  Supreme  Court 
and  would  be  empowered  to  rule  on  appeals 
from  lesser  courts  established  on  campus. 

These  proposals  have  been  discussed  thor- 
oughly in  committee  meeings  and  will  prob- 
ably be  revised  in  minor  ways  several  times  be- 
fore elections  in  the  spring,  but  they  serve  no- 
tice on  the  studentbody  that  a completely  new 
constitution  will  be  offered  for  their  sustaining, 
or  whatever,  vote. 

A change  which  took  the  power  of  hearing 
Appeals  from  the  “traffic  referee”  in  the  Secur- 
ity Office  and  placed  all  appeals  under  the  jur- 
isdiction of  the  Traffic  Court  of  Appeals  was 
effected  before  the  results  of  the  Senate’s  of- 
ficial report  was  made  public. 

It  is  felt,  however,,  that  the  investigation 
conducted  by  the  Senate  called  attention  to  the 
situation  so  that  action  was  taken  to  correct  it. 

These  actions  illustrate  that  the  Senate  con- 
tains a group  of  students  who  are  concerned 
with  student  welfare  and  with  the  future  of 
Brigham  Young  University.

(2)  Has  the  problem, 
i.e.,  that  of  a weak  football 
team,  been  solved? 

- Indeed,  Mr.  Alumnus,  who 
does  want  an  atmosphere  where 
you  must  win  at  any  price?  No 
one  does,  of  course,  especially 
the  football  coach.  However, 


tendencies  have  sTiown  up  on  a 
nationwide  basis  to  judge  a 
school  of  any  size  on  the 
strength  of  its  athletic  prowess, 
as  well  as  its  scholarly  achieve- 
ments. 


Let’s  face  it,  Mr.  Alumnus, 
Brigham  Young  University  is 
little  different  from  other  uni- 
versities in  this  respect.  The 
school’s  following  is  definitely 
affected  by  the  success  shown 
by  your  football  team.  Being  a 
league  doormat  doesn’t  help  at 


all. 


The  fact  that  the  following  of 
the  school  is  affected  by  the 
team  makes  obvious  the  fact  that 
contributions  from  alums,  es- 
tates and  other  sources  may  be 
cut  materially  if  the  school  has 
a poor  reputation  for  this  or  any 
other  reason.  Hence  the  state- 
ment that  your  letter  is  not 
realistic.  A good  ball  team  is  go- 
ing to  help  the  school. 

Nowadays,  if  the  governor  of 
a state  does  a poor  job,  we  elect 
a new  one.  Football  coaches  have 
an  important  role  to  play  in  a 
university’s  success.  Why  not, 
then,  replace  a coach  who  lacks 
ability  to  succeed?

Square  Garden  and  the  NIT,  which  they  won  in  1951. 

And  we  wouldn’t  be  too  surprised  if  Coach  Watts  isn’t 
rather  glad  that  his  team  will  probably  go  to  the  NIT 
rather  than  the  other  tournament. 

The  setup  of  the  NIT  does  seem  better.  You  have  to  survive 
the  local  playoffs  in  the  NCAA  before  you  can  get  in  on  the  main 
show.  In  other  words,  if  the  Utes  got  beat  at  Corvalis,  Ore.,  by 
San  Francisco  or  anyone  else,  they’ll  miss  the  main  tournament 
at  Kansas  City. 

It  looks  like  Utah’s  Coach  Jack  Gardner  is  out  to  de- 
throne Ev  Shelton  of  Wyoming  as  the  league's  leading 
hell-fire-and-brimstone  coach.  Several  times  this  season 
Gardner  has  distinguished  himself  with  rabid  gesticula- 
tions, and  Friday  night  he  spent  more  time  on  the  playing 
floor  than  most  of  his  players.  But  Shelton,  if  you  re- 
member, was  barred  with  his  teams  from  Madison  Square 
Garden  for  several  years,  for  his  antics.  That  leaves  him 
still  champ.

According  to  two  local  papers,  and  they  quite  Walter  Mv- 
Laughlin,  NIT  selection  chairman,  BYU  is  in  line  for  a coveted 
bid  to  the  NIT,  which  is  hold  annually  in  Madison  Square-Garden.

Mexico  and  Denver  in  tow  this  weekend. 

The  Cougars  whipped  the  Lobos,  87-53,  and  Denver,  81-65, 
at  Provo  earlier  in  the  season,  but  these  two  eastern  foes  will  be 
tough  on  their  home  courts. 

If  the  Brighams  sweep  the  weekend  games,  the  Cats  will  i 
elude  their  regular  season  play  with  an  impressive  18-8  record, 
which  should  look  good  in  comparison  with  some  NIT  clubs. 

Also,  we  understand  the  Cougars  set  something  of 
a Skyline  record  with  around  116,000  admissions  in  14 
home  games,  or  an  average  of  approximately  8,200  fans 
per  game.  This  should  aid  BYU  immensely  in  the  future 
when  it  comes  time  to  arrange  schedules.  Big-time  clubs 
like  these  high  attendance  marks,  and  local  fans  will 
probably  see  more  of  top-flight  teams  on  the  Smith  Field- 
house  floor.
